POLE OR RUNNING BEANS 


CULTURE.—Pole Beans are even more sensitive to cold and wet, as well as to droughts and hot winds, than the dwarf varieties, 
but are of superior quality and productiveness. After settled warm weather, set poles four to eight feet long in rows four feet 
apart and extending north and south, the poles being three feet apart in the row. Let the poles slant slightly toward the north. 
Set in this way the vines cling better, and the pods are straighter and more easily seen. Around each hill plant five to eight 
beans two inches deep. When well started, thin to four plants, and see that they all climb around the pole in the same way, for 
they will not grow if tied up in the opposite direction. Another plan is to plant in rows thickly enough so that there will be one 
plant to eight or ten inches. Set posts five feet high firmly at each end of the rows and drive stakes made of 2x2 lumber at inter- 
vals of sixteen feet along the rows. Stretch a wire, size number 10 or 12, between posts along each row, and fasten it to the tops 
of the stakes in the row with wire staples. Run a light wire or twine along the row about six inches from the ground and fasten 
to the posts and stakes with wire staples. Tie twine to the wire above and the wire or twine below, wherever there is a plant. 
The vines will run up these until they reach the top wire, when they will care for themselves. Another way is to omit the bot- 
tom wire and stick small stakes two to six inchés in the soil and fasten to top wire.

CuLtTURE.—The best soil for Beets is one that is rather light and thoroughly enriched with manure. For an 
early supply, sow in spring as soon as the ground becomes fit to work, in drills about 1 foot apart and 2 inches 
deep. For main crop, sow the first week in May, and for winter use sowin June. These dates are for the latitude 
of Harrisburg. For the south, sow earlier; for the north, later. When the plants have three or four leaves, thin 
till they stand 5 or 6 inches apart. In October the roots may be taken up and stored in cellar or pits outside.

Cabbages should be hoed every week, 
and the ground stirred as they advance 
in growth, drawing up a little earth to 
the plants each time until they begin to 
head, when they should be thoroughly cultivated and 
left to mature. Loosening the roots will sometimes 
retard the bursting of full grown heads. 

Of late years many crops of early cabbages have been 
destroyed by maggots at the roots. The best remedy 
seems to be to remove the earth from around the stem 
and apply an emulsion of kerosene made as follows: 
Add ane quart of kerosene oil to two quarts of boiling 
soft soap which has been thinned to the consistency of 
cream. Stir the oil thoroughly by churning or other 
method until it has united with the soap and forms a 
cream-like substance. Then dilute with five times as 
much water. 

Tobacco dust, ashes, slacked lime and coal dust are 
all recommended as preventives, and with us have 
proved valuable in the order named. These are scat- 
tered about the plants, leaving one here and there 
untreated for the flies to congregate around and deposit 
their eggs upon, when the plants should be pulled up 
and destroyed. , 

The cabbage worms which destroy the leaves and 
heads later, may be killed by dusting with pyrethrum 


powder, slug shot or Paris green. The last two are 
poisonous and should not be used in large quantities, or 
late in the season. 

If the disease called club-root should get a foot-hold, 
do not plant the land with any of the cabbage family 
for a year ortwo. This is usually an effective remedy. 

To preserve cabbages during winter, pull them on a 
dry day, and turn them over on the heads a few hours 
to drain. Set them out in a cool cellar, or bury them in 
long trenches in a dry situation, covering with boards 
or straw so as to keep out frost and rain.

The crop is usually made to succeed some 
earlier one, but in order to grow good celery, the soil must be 
made as rich as possible, the essentials to success being very 
rich soil and plenty of water. If good plants are used, they 
may be set out as late as the middle of August, but the best 
results are usually obtained from setting about the middle of 
June or the first of July. The most desirable time will depend 
upon local climate, and is that which will bring the plants to 
maturity, during cool, moist weather. In setting, prepare 
broad, shallow trenches about six inches deep and four to six 
feet apart, in which the plants should be set six inches apart, 
cutting off the outer leaves and pressing the soil firmly 
about the roots. When the plants are nearly full grown 
they should be ‘* handled,’’ which is done by one man gather- 
ing the leaves together, while the second draws the earth about 
the plant to one-third its height, taking care that none of the 
earth falls between the leaves, as it would be likely to cause them 
to rust or rot. After a few days draw more earth about them, 
and repeat the process every few days until only the tops of 
the leaves are visible. Or it may be blanched by pressing the 
leaves together with two wide boards held in place by stakes, 
or by wire hooks at the top. This is the method commonly 
used by market-gardeners, but celery so blanched is more likely 
to become pithy than that blanched with earth. Care should 
be taken that the plants are not disturbed while they are wet or 
the ground is damp, to do so increases the liability to injury 
from rust. <A part of the crop may be simply ‘‘handled,’’ and 
then at the approach of severe freezing weather taken up and 
set out compactly in a dark cellar or an unused cold frame 
which can be kept just above the freezing point, and it will 
then gradually blanch so that it may be used throughout 
the winter. Should the plants begin to wilt, water the roots

Celery is sometimes grown by what is termed the new process 

which consists in making a spot as rich as possible, and there setting the plants six to eight inches apart each 

way. If the soil is very rich and there is an abundance of water, the plants will blanch each other and the prod- 
uct will be very white and handsome, but we think it is inferior in quality to that grown by the old method.

Small sods, 
turned over, may be placed close together in the frames, and upon these the seeds may be planted; or small-pots 
may be plunged into the soil in the frame, and afew seeds placed in each. In three or four weeks these may be 
_ transplanted into open ground. Set, without disturbing the plants, each piece of sod into hills made three to four 
_feet apart each way. If transplanted in the evening, and one watering given, the plants will not droop. When 
the plants have become well started, thin out, leaving four of the strongest in each hill. Pick all Cucumbers 
when large enough for use, whether needed or not, for if left on the vine to ripen they will cease to be productive. 
The seeds may be planted in the hills late in May, making the crop somewhat later. Use dry plaster or an infu- 


sion of powdered white hellebore in water, to destroy the striped bug, For pickles, plant during the last two 
weeks in June.

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HOW TO RAISE ONIONS 


SOIL A crop of onions can be grown on any soil which will produce a full crop of corn, but on a stiff clay, very light 

sand or gravel, or on some muck or swamp lands, neither a large nor a very profitable crop can be grown. We 
prefer a rich loam with a slight mixture of clay, manuring for two years previous, because if a sufficient quantity of manure to 
raise an ordinary soil to a proper degree of fertility is applied at once, it is likely to make the onions soft. The same result will 
follow if we sow on rank, mucky ground or on that which is too wet. 


MANURING There is no crop in which a liberal use of manure is more essential than in this, and it should be 
of the best quality. well fermented and shoveled over at least twice during the previous summer to 


kill weed seeds. If rank, fresh manure is used, it is liable to result in soft bulbs with many scallions. 


PREPARATION Remove all refuse of previous crops in time to complete the work before the ground 


freezes up, and spread the composted manure evenly at the rate of about fifty cart loads to 
the acre. This should first be cultivated in, and then the ground ploughed a moderate depth taking a narrow furrow in order 
to thoroughly mix the manure with the soil. Carefully avoid tramping on the ground during the winter. Cultivate or thoroughly 
drag the soil with a heavy harrow as early in the spring as it can be worked. 


SOWING THE SEED te id ae be Gon ae ane the ground can be gotten ready, and can be 


This should be carefully adjusted to sow the 
desired quantity of seed about one-half inch deep. The quantity needed will vary with the soil, the seed used, and the kind of 
onions desired. Thin seeding gives much larger onions than thick seeding. Four or five pounds per acre is the usual quantity 
needed to grow large onions. Weusea drill with a roller attached, but if the drill has none, the ground should be well rolled 
with a light hand roller immediately after the seed is planted. 


CULTIVATION Give the onions the first hoeing just skimming the ground between the rows, as soon as 


they can be seeninthe row. Hoe again in a few days, this time close up to the plants, after 
which weeding must be begun. This operation requires to be carefully and thoroughly done. The weeder must work on his 
knees astride the row, stirring the earth around the plants in order to destroy any weeds that have just started. At this weed- 
ing or the next, according to size of the plants, the rows should be thinned, leaving from eight to twelve plants to the foot. In 
ten days or two weeks they will require another hoeing and weeding similar to the last, and two weeks later give them still 
another hoeing, and if necessary, another weeding. If the work has been thoroughly done at the proper time, the crop will not 
require further care until ready to gather. 


GATH ERING As soon as the tops die and fall, the bulbs should be gathered into windrows. If the weather is 
fine they will need no attention while curing, but if it is not they will need to be stirred by sim- 
ply moving them slightly along the row. Cut off the tops when perfectly dry, about half an inch from the bulb, and then after 
a few days of bright weather the onions will be fit to store for the winter. 
It will not do to store onions in large piles or masses, particularly in warm weather, or if they are the least moist, but if per- 
. fectly dry when gathered and they are spread not to exceed two feet in depth, they can be kept in fine condition till spring. Any 
arrangement will do that will keep them dry and at a uniform temperature of about 32 degrees fr., or they may be kept frozen, 
_ ¢are being taken not to disturb them. They should be thawed gradually. Repeated freezing and thawing will spoil them.

GENERAL CULTURAL DIRECTIONS for obtaining best results: The soil best adapted to most flowers 
is light, rich loam, containing enough sand to make it porous. If there is some clay with it the colors will be 
brighter. Make the surface as smooth and fine as possible, sow seeds in rows, covering each sort of seed in pro- 
portion to its size,*a good general rule being to cover twice the diameter of the seed and press the soil down firmly 
over it. Do not plant any seeds when the ground is wet. Many varieties, such as pansy, verbena, daisy, holly- 
hock and the fine greenhouse plant seeds, should be sown early in shallow boxes in the house, in soil consisting of 
equal parts of fine sand and rich, mellow loam, well mixed together and sifted to remove all gravel and lumps. 
Cover the boxes containing fine greenhouse plant seeds with glass to retain the moisture and keep the temperature 
even. Be careful not to keep them too wet, and as soon as they are large enough to handle transplant to boxes, 
from 1 to 2 inches apart, where they are to remain until time to transplant to permanent beds,
